Sounds like we basically use it the same way. We are slowly progressing into the facial recognition aspects of Vintra. We 
haven't had any huge breakthroughs to this point, however, I think it's because of current case uses. Hopefully that will 
change this year. We're in the process of discussing how we can expand our database of photos. 

On a side note, another facial rec program that we are testing for photos is Clearview Al. We got some good feedback so far.

We have been using Vintra for a little over a year now. I believe our case use is a bit different than most other agencies. We 
generally use it for the review of DVR footage and covert cameras. We've found that using some of the features such as 
motion detection makes the initial search a little less daunting. Thus, we have a higher success rate of investigators watching 
the video and actually analysis it. We also like the 400+ codec feature. This helps when people give us random formats that 
we don't have the software for. There are many other helpful features that we don't currently use. We hope to expand into 
those areas this year. 

As for stats, we don't track any at this time.
